L ate yosterd ay aftern oon Deputy M arsh al 
"Walsh took the w itness stand In the ponce in­ 
vestig ation. 
He said he was eng ag ed in serving 
subpoenas and warrants issued by the recorder 
in state cases. A few m onths ago Murgovin 
tolrl him that he wanted to bcc the recorder. He 
took him and Sat urw liite to the Grand M issouri 
hotel, where Mr. Davenport boarded. 
They had 
some beer when they arrived there, and in Dav­ 
enport’s presence M urgovln told him that a well 
known crook bad g iven D etectives H ayes and 
Bryant $ 75 on condition that they would give $ 23 
to D etective Hartley, and not arrest him, an he 
■was wanted tor som e offense. He said Hartley 
was not given the money, and he arrested the 
man on W est F ifth street and started with him 
tow ards police headquarters. 
They were m et 
on Main street 
by D etective Bryant? - who, 
throug h the lavish display of a revolver, pre­ 
vailed on H artley to let the m ang o. 
He had 
beard Chief Speers remark that Davenport had 
125 men to fight w hen he tackled him. 
H e had 
beard tha: “ crooks” left part of their booty at 
B ishop <fe Christie’s for the detectives to call 
and get. 
He had no know ledg e of th is per­ 
sonally; it was all hearsav. 
He 
had heard 
Roundsman M cGinniss scoring Patrolm an D un­ 
lap because he took a state ease before Daven­ 
port after the latter had cut, off the fees. 
The first w itness called th is m orning was Mr. 
O. T. Knox, who was city attorney for the 
1Ss3-4 term. 
He was asked if he knew of any 
practice among the officers of collecting illegal 
fees. 
He answered in the negative. 
“ I was 
quite intim ate w ith the m anagem ent of the po­ 
lice departm ent.” said he, “ and never knew of 
any w’rong doing s on the part of any officer. 
X believe that during my term of office no two 
pquads made raids on the same night." 
On crosfc-examination 
he said the general 
opinion was that Kansas City had a good police 
force. 
He had heard “ toug hs” com plaining of 
the officers, he said, but never paid any atten ­ 
tion to them as they had com plained of him self 
also. 
Mr. Knox left the stand and Recorder Daven­ 
port stepped forward and said : “ If a subpoena 
is issued for Nick Murgovln be w ill appear be­ 
fore this board and tell what he knows about the 
m ethods of the policem en. 
He w ill g ive names, 
dates and show up the whole system . 
I ask 
that a subpoena be issued fo him," 
There was a pause and then Mr. Karnes said: 
“ I t’s for this board to say whether it will have 
*ueh a mau appear here to sm irch the charac­ 
ters of officers.” 
The mayor—“ Let Murgovin come forward.” 
The recorder—“ He is not in the room, but de­ 
sires to be subpoenaed.” 
Mayor Kumpf—“ Mr. Clerk, issuo a subpcenae 
for him .” 
The 
subpoena was Issued and the mayor 
asked if Mr. Karnes wanted to put anybody on 
the stand. 
Mr. K am es—“ N o; w>e w ant to g et through w ith 
th is gang first." 
Captain Snyder then appeared and was asked 
to testify. 
“ I have been on the police force fif­ 
teen years,” he said. 
“ I never knew of any im - 
pioper m ethods being resorted to by officers to 
g et w itness fees.” 
Nick Murgovin, the noted “ crook,” had entered 
the room w hile Captain Snyder was on the stand. 
He was thirn sworn by Mayor Kumpf. 
He said 
be lived at 600 E ast Third street, and was a bar­ 
tender by occupation. 
In reply to questions by 
Mr. Gage, he said: 
“ I have had dealing s w ith the police. 
They 
have been after me for ten or tw elve years, al­ 
though tln>v never had a charge ag ainst m ein 
their life. 
Chief Speers has been the instig ator 
of 
it. Ho 
has 
often 
threatened 
to 
run 
m e 
out 
of 
town 
and 
break 
me 
up in business when I told bun I was g oing 
to 
start a saloon.” 
“ What kind of connections have you had w ith 
the police':” asked Mr. Gage. 
“ Weil, 1 have paid some of them m oney.” 
“ To whom have you paid m oney? ” 
“ To D etective J ohn llayes.” 
“ W hat did you pay it to him for? ” 
“ In 1883, when lien B utler was in Topeka, I 
w,i8 there. J ohn Hayes came to me and said, 
'What are you doing here? I am out of money. 
Give me som ething . 
You won t be m olested.’ 
I 
gave 
him 
$ 10. 
In 
the full of 1884 
I 
was at the Tremont house on W est F ifth street 
in tiiis city. 
Hayes approached me and threat­ 
ened to arrest me. 
I was afraid of being locked 
up, and to g et rid of Hayes Ips.id him $ 10. 1 was 
not arrested. 
I gave him money tw ice after­ 
ward. 
I never paid any m oney to any other 
policem an 
“ Do you know of anv money being left at 
the local pool rooms by crooks for detectives? ” 
“ No, sir.” 
Recorder Davenport whispered to Mr. Gage, 
and the lat ter ask ed: 
“ Do yon know of any m oney ever having 
been left at Bishop & Christie’ for detectives? ” 
“ No, sir, I don’t.” 
“ What do you know about a fuss between de­ 
tectives over money m atters? ” 
M urgovin declined to answrer th is question. 
F inaliy he said he had heard that .D etectives 
H ayes and Hart ley had a . quarrel over some 
money left for them by a “ orooii” named De- 
vine. 
“ What do yon know about, the police perm it­ 
ting thieves or coulidence men or any kind of 
crim inals to operate in this city? ” 
“ N othing .” 
“ Have you heard of any such charges ag ainst 
the p olice:” 
“ I have, but can tell you nothing about them , 
as I don’t know that they are true.” 
“ Have yon ever been to see Mr. L illis to tell 
him about any crooked work on the part of Chief 
Speers or any other member of the police force? ” 
“ I w ent to see him bui did not find him. 
I 
w anted to tell him that the police would g ive 
me no show in Kansas City." 
“ Well, hew have the police im posed on yon? ” 
“ A friend of m ine came to Kansas City some 
tim e ago and sent word 
to me to go to tiie 
depot 
to 
see 
him 
off. 
I ,wTent 
to the 
Union depot and walked around for som e time. 
Suddenly h man named Hendershot, in the em ­ 
ploy ot the Fort Scott road, hit me w ith a slung 
shot and knocked me down. 
He then dragged 
me off to the St. L ouis avenue station and 
« aid I 
was 
acting 
suspiciously. I 
was 
locked 
up 
and 
next 
morning 
removed 
to the Cent ral station, where I was kept in a cell 
all day without anv charge ag ainst me. 
On my 
release I told Mr. Speers that I intended to buy 
out a saloon, and he said that he would break 
me up if I started any business. 
He told me I 
bad 
better 
em igrate. 
A 
few 
week« 
later I was again arrested on suspicion. 
I was 
kept in a cell until evening , and then made to 
m ount a chair and face about sixty officers, who 
closely 
scrutinized 
me. 
The 
chief 
toid 
them 
som ething 
of 
m y 
record, 
and 
paid ' I 
was 
a 
man 
that should be 
run in on sig ht. 
Some of them remarked that 
they would not allow me to stand on their beats, 
which I thoug ht very strange, as I had done 
nothiner. 
Every tim e I have been arrested here 
It has been on suspicion, except once when 
there was a charge of robbery ag ainst me, and 
that was not substantiated." 
On cross-exam ination, Mr. Karnes asked: 
“ You have trouble w ith the police everywhere 
you go, don’t you? ” 
“ I v.on*t answ er that question? " 
"Didn’t you have trouble w ith the police in 
fiedalia? “ 
"I don't think th at’s a proper question." 
“ I ’J l ask yon if you were convicted of an of­ 
fense in Ssdalia for which you were sent to the 
penitentiary.” 
“ I w on’t answer that question. 
I'm not on 
triai." 
“ D idn’t Mr. L illis g et you out of the p en iten ­ 
tiary? " 
“ I won’t answer that, either." 
“ How long is it since you gave D etective 
Hayes any rnonay? " 
“ Nearly three years,” 
“ Has he ever troubled yon since, or asked you 
for any money? " 
” 1 haven't been here much since.except for the 
last six wee ks.” 
“ Has H ayes troubled you during the last six 
weeks? ” 
“ Well, he has arrested me. 
He took me out of 
my room oue nig ht.” 
“ Are you acquainted w ith anybody named 
Beauelav in this city? " [Beanclay is a notor­ 
ious “ crook.") 
“ I refuse to answer.” 
“ Are you acquainted with anybody named 
Kit Edwards in this city? ” 
After a pause Murgovin replied in the affirma­ 
tive. 
“ W hat’s his business? " 
“ I don’t know.” 
“ W hat is lie supposed to be? ” 
“ A confidence m an.” 
“ Did you have a conference w ith Recorder 
Davenport at the Grand M issouri hotel? " 
“ I refuse to answer that question.” 
Muruovin was em ployed as m ailing clerk in 
the T im es office about six years ago. 
H is te s­ 
tim ony being concluded. Recorder Davenport 
arose and said : 
“ Mr. Saturw hite lias been brought from the 
county jail by a deputy marshal to testify, and 
is in the room. 
W ould the board like to hear 
him? " 
“ It’s for the board to say whether or not they 
want any more of the testim ony of such men," 
Baid Mr. Gage. 
“ L et him be sworn,” said Mayor Kumpf, and 
Saturwhite, who is now aw’aiting trial for felon­ 
iou s assault, went to the st;>nd. 
“ What do you know about m oney being left at 
the pool rooms for officers? ” asked Mr. Gage. 
“ I know' t hat on the Ilth of May tw o years 
ago," said he, “ a man named Edward Bingham , a 
\r ook ,’ put $ 12 in an envelope addressed to J ohn 
H aves 
and 
left 
it in Pat Galvin’s saloon 
in 'th e Trem ont house on F ifth street. 
A 
circus was in the clly on that day and the money 
was paid so we could stay here and work the 
town. 
M yself, a man named Lockridge, and 
another ‘crook’ named Howard saw the envelope 
sealed. 
The nig ht before we were in the saloon, 
when 
H ayes 
came 
in 
and 
remarked 
that if we wanted to stay here we would have to 
» ee him. Our intention was to work the street 
cars. There was another man in the gang, w hose 
name I cannot remem ber.” 
“ Do you know anything about the Kansas City 
police shielding criminals? "

th at a confidence man named Kit Ed-

“ No. sir; I don’t. 
Kit Edwar< » to’d 
m e.” 
“ Who did he say sent them the : oney? ” 
“ A man named Devine." 
“ How much did he send them? " 
“ I believe it was $ 75; he got $ -100 out of a ‘job’ 
at the tim e.” 
“ Where in Devine now? “ 
"In the Kansas penitentiary.” 
"\\ here was he sent up from? " 
“ Wichita.” 
“ That s all.” 
F C. White, who lives at the corner of Second 
and Locust Btreets, was sworn at Mr. Daven- 
| port's solicitation. 
“ I know ,” said he, "that 
about three years ago tw-enty-five citizens of the 
| then First ward organized to rid the ward of iin- 
1 moral characters. 
We wanted to run Em. W’iil- 
; lam s off Third street,and asked the city attorney 
; to issue a warrant for her arrest. The city at­ 
torney said he couldn’t issue a warrant without, 
Speers's consent. 
We swore out a warrant be- 
i fore J ustice Allen, but the jury w*as packed and 
| she was discharged. 
We hired a private detec- 
j five to work up our side of the case, but the 
| other side paid him more money. 
We paid men 
j m oney to go to the house and g et evidence,

men 
were 
afterward 
bribed

I m et the W illiam s woman on the 
j street one day afterward.

When the case

and 
the 
judge 
fined

for contem pt ofjeourt. 
Although George J ones 
was recorder at that time, the police court was 
a machine in the hands of Chief Speers.” 
“ H;tve you ever had any dealing s w ith the po­ 
lice since? ” asked Mr. Gage. 
“ No. 
I thoug ht 1 had better keep away from 
them or 1 would g et into the penitentiary." 
W hite’s testim ony occasioned 
considerable 
merriment. 
He is the man who had Emma W il­ 
liam s’s house raided a week ago. 
At noon an adjournm ent was taken u n til 2 
o’clock. 
W hen the com m issioners reassem bled this af­ 
ternoon the first w itness placed on the stand 
was Mr. J . S. Chick, president of the National 
bank of Kansas City. 
He said he considered the 
police force efficient and trustw orthy and had 
never heard of the police harboring criminals. 
City Clerk H. P. Langworthy was then sworn. 
He was asked to produce a copy of the ordinance 
g iving Chief Speers authority to collect a 50 
cent bond fee, and did so. 
The ordinance was 
read. In 
answer to Mr. Karnes, Mr. Lang ­ 
worthy 
said 
he 
considered 
the 
police 
force efficient and skillful. 
He had heard com ­ 
plaint about the police force, but found that a'l 
parties making such com plaints had some priv­ 
ate grievance against, the force. 
Mr. W. O. Huckett, secretary of the board of 
police com m issioners, was sworn. 
Mr. H uckett read from the m inutes of the 
board a resolution adopted in April last requir­ 
ing all policemen to belong to the Police Relief 
association. 
He said he was ex-officio clerk of 
the recorder's court for seven years. 
He col­ 
lected 
a 
w itness 
fee 
for 
each 
police­ 
man 
who 
bad 
a 
case 
in 
court 
and who was present. When an officer made an 
arrest and did not appear in court to testify no 
fee was collected for him during his time. When 
four squads of officers raided four different 
houses the names of all the officers would not be 
endorsed as raiding each house. 
Recorder Davenport handed Mr. Gage a check 
which lie in turn handed to the w itness. 
It was 
for $ 100, payable to Mr, Huckett, and sig ned by- 
Mr. Thomas M. Walker. 
“ Have you ever seen that check before? " asked 
Mr. Gage. 
“ I have," replied Mr. Huckett. 
“ One of the 
horses in the police departm ent became d is­ 
abled and was so' ^0 Mr. Vlalker for $ 100.

The chief then

a

place of the 
disabled one for $ 110; $ 10 w v. 
'*en out of the 
city treasury and the check 
by Walker

transaction I considered perfectly leg itim ate 
and business-like. 
The police com m issioners 
knew the historv of this transaction at the 
tim e.” 
Dr. Morrison Munford, of the T im es, testified 
that he had in his possession the H ochstetfler- 
Speers-Bryant 
$ 200 
check. 
Mr. Church J . 
W hite, of the Bank of Commerce, J udg e J ohn A. 
McDonald, of the county court, and B. L. W ood­ 
son then testified that in their opinion the police 
departm ent was well managed. 
D etective J ohn Hayes then w ent on the stand 
in his own defense. 
He denied positively that 
he had ever received any money from either 
Murgovin, Saturw hite or Kit Edwards. 
He said 
that Saturw hite g ot out of the M innesota peni- 
teutiary about two m onths ago. 
He charac­ 
terized him as a third-class pick-pocket. 
He 
said that Murgovin had served two term s in 
the penitentiary. 
He had known him siuce he 
wras a little boy. 
He said he never had a fuss 
w ith any other detective, and further stated 
that he never received money from Kit Edwards. 
“ I never saw Saturwhite in Galvin’s saloon" 
said he. 
“ I frequently saw confideuce men, and 
took a good many crooked men out of the place.” 
D etective W illiam Hartley said he knew Satur­ 
w hite, Murgovin and Baughman. 
“ What is their business? ” 
“ T hievlng aud picking pockets.” 
He said he had arrested Saturwhite no less 
than a dozen tim es. 
He had never had a fuss 
w ith D etective Bryant over the arrest of an y­ 
body. 
“ About four m onths ag o,” said he, “ tnv- 
self and Bryant had a few words on Ninth street. 
I think it started because Bryant had been 
drinking some arid I was asking him to go 
home. 
We were the best of friends before tli*t, 
and are now .” 
Mr. W illiam II. Christie, of Bishop 
& Chris­ 
tie ’s Turf exchange, testified that he never knew 
of money being left at his house by “ crooks” for 
detectives. 
If such transactions had been g o­ 
ing on, he thoug ht he would have known it. 
He 
had always considered the police force efficient 
and honest. 
Mr. Frank G. Graham, city editor of the 
T im es, was called to the stand. 
He said ho had 
heard crooks remark after they had been ar­ 
rested 
that 
they had 
paid 
the 
detec­ 
tives money, but never believed such to be a 
fact. 
He had heard gamblers remark that Chief 
Speers was a man they couldn’t touch, “ and," 
said he, “ I believe they all fear him .”

There are alm ost ten thousand 
Swedes in Kansas City—alm ost as many as 
there are Germans or Irish—but we do not 
make ourselves too prom inent. 
When a Swede 
comes to this country he does not apply for a 
place on the police force, but tries to find some 
honest work. 
Then he becomes Americanized 
very easily. He loves old Svithiod, but he loves 
America better, and is not continually harping 
on the wrongs and troubles of Sweden.

the burning was learned upon the arrival at 
Queenstown this 
morning 
of 
the British 
steamer. Park City, Captain Benn, which left 
Baltimore, August 4, for London. 
This steamer 
received the passeng ers and crew from the burn­ 
ing vessel, and brought them to Queenstown. 
A boat containing six passeng ers and seven 
members of the crew is m issing . The occupants 
of this boat are the thirteen persons reported 
to have perished. 
There were 420 passeng ers in 
all. 
The passeng ers and crew of the City of Mon­ 
treal were taken off the York City by the tug 
Mount Etna and landed at Queenstown.

difficulty that the boats were kept from being 
smashed. 
The crew worked splendidly, and all 
the passeng ers were placed in the boats in a 
com paratively short time. How the boats floated 
with their heavy loads is a miracle. 
As the last 
boat was putting off from the ship several of the 
passengers and crew were seen aft. They had 
been overlooked and were screaming to the 
hoats to return. They wore subsequently brave­ 
ly rescued half dead from the effects of the 
smoke and heat. The m asts of the ship were 
seen on the horizon, but ten hours elapsed be­ 
fore it came near.

He built a 
rude store fifty m iles northw est of the villag e of 
Gandv, and purchased a lot of horses and cattle. 
His money all being new b 1 Is. he was soon su s­ 
pected. 
Deputy Sheriff Carter, with a strong 
posse, undertook to arrest him, but Parker fired 
several shots and stood off the posse, after which 
thev. let him alone. 
In a few days three men, named Bagnali, L u­ 
cas and J ohnson, w'ent to Parker's store, and 
g etting the drop on him while he was eating 
his supper, arrested him. They claimed to be 
deputy U nited States marshals, but in fact they 
were frauds. They took Parker into the hills 
and robbed him of $ 2,150 aud also of a horse. 
Tiie horse, however, belonged to another man, 
who caused their arrest. 
They secured their re­ 
lease through the aid of lawyers, who got m ost 
of their money as fees. 
Parker, who had followed the three men as far 
as Gandy, was arrested there bv Sheriff Doane, 
after a desperate fight. 
Parker drew a revolver 
and a knife, but was tig htly held by Doane. 
Parker then got oue of Doane’s fingers in his 
mouth and held it there, and severely stabbed 
him in the arm. 
A crowd disarmed Parker, who 
still held on to Doane’s linger, and would not 
let go until some one ran a knife Into his throat. 
He was bound hand and foot and taken to North 
Platte last night. 
A habeas corpus writ was 
sworn out there. 
His bail was fixed at $ 2,500, 
which he could not give, and ho w ill be taken to 
Cheyenne.

PROTECTING THE DOCTORS. 


C are ful D rug g ists a n d O th er* W ho S ave 
D o cto rs fro m lilun tle rs. 
Fro m the New Yo rk Evening Sun. 
A prescriptio n clerk w ith years o f experience 
talked the o ther^day abo ut fatal e rro rs m ade by 
tho se w ho co m po unded drugs. 
“Yes,” said he, “a druggist who makes a blun­ 
der that co sts a life may as wrell go o ut o f bus­ 
iness o r mo ve away to escape his reputatio n. 
But let me tell yo u such blunders are few in 
pro po rtio n to the o ppo rtunities fo r making 
them. 
Take my o wn experience, fo r insance. 
1 m ade o uo year an average o f the num ber o f 
p rescriptio ns 1 p ut up daily durin g th at tim e. 
I 
fo und th a t I had averaged fo rty o dd per day— 
call it fo rty. 
No w th at fo o ts up abo ut 14,000 
fo r the year. A tho ro ughly co m petent p re ­ 
scriptio n clerk is able to average five p re sc rip ­ 
tio ns each ho ur. 
Of co urse so m e p rescrip tio n s 
req uire a lo ng tim e to fill, but o th eis are p ut 
up very quickly, so that, if a m an has th em to 
do , he can average, as 1 say, five per ho ur. 
“Well, no w there are o ver 500 sto res in New 
Yo rk city emplo ying two prescriptio n clerks 
each. 
That makes 1,000 clerks, and if each 
average say fo rty prescriptio ns per day o r 
14,000 iu a year, the to tal will be 1,000 times 
that, o r abo ut 14,000,000 prescriptio n put up 
in this city every year. 
The to tal is mo ro than 
that at the daily average I named, but let it 
stand fo r ro und numbers. 
Yes, the amo unt is 
large, but then multiply that by 20,000 to co ver 
New Yo rk state, and I flare swear that with so 
many chances to kill so mebo dy, there are fewer 
fatal blunders by druggists than are made by the 
same number o f men in any o ther vo catio n. 
“But a prescriptio n clerk* must no t o nly guard 
himself against blunders liable to bo made by 
himself, as ho is frequently called upo n to save 
physicians fro m fatal o r disagreeable erro rs. 
Ho w? 
Why, a clerk o n reading a prescriptio n 
may find that ingredients are dispro po rtio ned 


ho that if the written o rder were o beyed so me­ 
bo dy wro uld so o n bo a subject fo r burial. 
Fo r 
instance, a clerk may get a prescriptio n fo r pills 
with po iso no us ingredients. The physician has 
written tho pro per relative quantities o f the 
drugs, but has in haste o r heedlessness ne­ 
glected to o rder ho w many pills to make o f the 
co mpo unded mass. 
He has neglected to write 
in his prescriptio n whether the co mpo und is to 
bo made into o no mighty pill cr into fifty little 
o nes. 
One o f tho latter might effect a cure, 
whereas the entire mass, if dro pped do wn an 
unsuspecting thro at, wo uld be abo ut thejlast the 
patient wo uld ever swallo w. 
“What do we do in such a case? That de­ 
pends upo n who the physician is and what the 
custo mer may be. 
If the do cto r be o ne who m 
we kno w, wo may right the erro r, if we are cer­ 
tain as to what sho uld bo do ne. That is, wo 
may put up prescriptio ns daily fo r a physician, 
and so beco mo acquainted with his metho ds and 
treatments. 
But if we do no t kno w'the do cto r, 
aud if the custo mer is an educated,perso n, 
we say to the custo mer: 
‘Dr. So -and-so has 
do ubtless intended differently than ho has writ­ 
ten here, and we think yo u had best go back 
to him and say that yo ur druggist desires 
him to see the prescriptio n again befo re 
it 
is 
put 
up.’ 
Au 
educated 
perso n 
w'ill 
at 
o nce 
understand that a physi­ 
cian, under stress o f pro fessio nal anxieties, may 
have made so me little slip, and the do cto r do es 
no t suffer. 
But if the custo mer be an igno rant 
perso n the actio n to betaken differs. 
We desire 
no t to injure the physician, but if we were to say 
to an igno rant and uneducated custo mer that his 
do cto r had made such blunder in his prescrip­ 
tio n that we co uld no t put it up, why the cus­ 
to mer wo uld never fo rgive the medical man, 
but wo uld o ut upo n him as a quack. 
Yes I’ll 
tell yo u ho w wo do . 
I’d say to tlint uneducated 
custo mer: 
No w, ‘sir, o ne o f the ingredients in 
this prescriptio n is very difficult to get, and it 
will require so mo time—co me back in three 
ho urs, ami it will be ready fo r yo u.’ Then wo 
send the prescriptio n at o nce to the do cto r, who 
sees the erro r, co rrects it, and puts us in shape 
to go ahead. 
But do suppo se the do cto r likes 
it?’ Why. I have saved do cto rs fro m serio us 
co nsequences befo re no w, and have them fly in­ 
to a passio n at what they called impertinent 
meddling, and advise their patients to shun us 
as inco mpetents. 
But I have o bserved that the 
suggested change is mado o r the o missio n is 
supplied befo re the medicine is prepared. Other 
physicians, ho wever, appreciate the service ren­ 
dered them.” 
Then the experienced prescriptio n clerk was 
asked if tho pasting o f o ho label o ver ano ther 
was appro ved by the pharmaceutical co de o f 
ethics, whereupo n the E. P. C. grewr warm. 
“A druggist who do es that,” said he, is abso ­ 
lutely 
iazv. 
The 
reco gnized 
right 
is 
to always to so ak o ff tho o ld labels—remo ve 
them entirely and neatly. 
I have in time o f 
great haste scratched o ff a label with my knife. 
That was slo venly, but it was at least right and 
safe. 
No , all druggists do no t do it,' but they 
sho uld. 
1 kno w they do no t, because I have 
my self so aked six labels fro m a bo ttle bro ught 
in fo r a prescriptio n.”

o f the year wheo th« city parks are o v eiiio pu - 
lato d. The rejru lar habitu eí» are so heav ily re­ 
info rced by wo rklnsr men and nu rses and chil­ 
dren th a t there is no co m fo rt left. The^e reln- 
io ro em ents are o f no « racial interest, bu t the 
no rm al po pu latio n is wo rthy o f Btu dy. Detec- 
tlv o Freney, who has eiv en the su bject mu ch a t­ 
tentio n. says: “Parks attract tramp??, cro o ks, 
and drnnltards. They gret in the habit o f jro ing 
to them all the tim e and are nerv o u s when they 
can’t reach them. Of co u rse they co me and go , 
bu t it’i? the same cro wd and yo u co me to kno w 
them all by sijrht after a tim e. Ho w m any o f 
them are there? I t’s pretty hard t* say bu t 
th ey’re a bla: cro wd. In the B attery and ro u nd 
Bo wlinff Gi'een they ru n abo u t 500 stro ng; the 
City Hall park has 300; Unio n and Madiso n 
fiqr.||fo s a co u ple o f hu ndred apiece: To m pkins' 
squ are ru ns u p to (500; W ashingto n squ are do n’t 
Ro o v erl^o o ; Central park is a sro o d deal abo v e 
1,000: Riv prside 
Park, tho u irh inaccessible, 
mu Pt hflv ft 40<» ; the little parks and squ ares ru n 
aro and r*0 anieco . Then there are spo ts alo njr 
the No rth, Kast and Harlem riv ers which are fa­ 
v o rites w ith this style o f m>n and which can 
she« ’ Tip‘i.OOOalto arether. All in all there mn« >t 
ÍK» what I call a park po pu latio n o f abo u t 4.000 
men. There are o f co u rse so me wo men amo ng 
them , bu t they are go few th at they do n't co u nt. 
I t ’s a cu rio u s cro wd tho u crh ann o nf* I do n’t like. 
They aro no t all bad, th at is crim inals, bu t the 
bad o nes are bad eno ngh fo r mo . The w o rst o ne 
am o ng them bans» o u t in the Cftv Hal! Park 
and is nami'd Frank Ilem iacto n. He is the so n 
o f 8 rich Episco palian m inister who ru ns a 
chanel so mewhere o n So u th street. He has been 
nia’.med I do n’t kno w ho w o ften snd has do ne 
tinie fo r the state. He is always dru nk and al­ 
ways ready to co m m it any crime by which he 
can make a do llar o r a glass o f whisky. 
"A different so rt o f a ro an is a fello w they call 
Majo r Fo ster. 
He belo nars to a rich Bro o klyn 
family nnd was o ne tim - cashier o f the Citv 
Bank o f th at place. 
He ¿o t to drinking hard 
and 
o ne Tmo rning fo u nd him self 
$100,000 
fihcrt in his acco u nt« . 
Thev co m pro m ised the 
m atter so meho w snd let him go . 
He has been 
lu o re o r less dru nk ev er since. When his nerv es 
Vo ther him. he begs o r bo rro ws a qu arter o n 
Park Ro w, bu ys all the cheap whisky he can 
and then sits do wn in the park to sleep it o ff. 
He is still a handso me and Intelligent man 
desplt# his debau chery and has no tro u ble in 
raising eno u gh mo ney to bu y all the liqu o r he 
wants. 
“A fello w who also ru ns the City Hall Park is 
Kid 
FrBwley. 
His 
specialty 
is 
ro bbing 
dru nkards, bu t he’s go t nerv e and has do ne 
highway wo rk sev rral tim es. 
He's a v ery go o d 
artist, nice m anners and v er>' plau sible. 
If 
yo u ’re a little fu ll and sit do wn anywhere near 
him he’ll hav e yo u r mo ney, watch, chain, shirt 
stu ds and ev en yo u r co at befo re yo n kno w 
who re yo u are. 
“Nearly all the bu nco -men 'ase the nnrks and 
esppciallv tho se where sight-seera co me to pu t 
In their fine wo rk. The Battery. City Hall, 
Unio n and Madiso n Squ ares and Central Park 
are their fav o rites. They arc no t wo rked all the 
same way, ho wev er. The B attery cro wd is co m ­ 
po sed larscly o f fo reigners, and the cro o ks who 
o perate tho se are either Germans, Bo hemians o r 
Italians, o r speak these langu ages. There are 
two fello ws fro m Trieste, I believ e, who speak 
all three o f these langu ages and who do a first 
rato bu siness the year thro u gh. The City Hall 
cro -.v d are chlefiv fresh co nntrym e.n snd can be 
bu nco ed in any and ev ery way. 
Unio n snd 
M adiso n Sqxiares are the reso rts o f w ell-to -do 
Í o u t o f to wn peo ple. The cro o ks that wo rk these 
are the finest we’v e go t. H u ngry .To e, no w in 
Sing Sing, was o ne o f this set; H arry Ashto n 
and Easy Archl« are almo Bt as go o d. Did yo u 
kno w th st Harry Ashto n bu nco ed the late Co m­ 
mo do re Garrlso nj Well, he did to the tu ne o f 
$2.700. The,co mmo do re was ho iribly mad and 
pro fane a bo u tita t first, bu t co o led o£ T after a 
while and treated it as a go o d jo ke o n himself. 
In Central Park and Riv erside are m any cro o ks 
who are o n the kichin lay, th at is ro bbing lit­ 
tle bo ys and girls. 
"Since all the parks were transferred from the 
T.olice to the park department we ofiicers hav e 
!iad an easier time and so do the crooks. It takes a 
policeman from fiv e to ten v ears to learn the 
faces ot ail the leading criminals and now that 
we’Tc lenrned the lesson thev hav e taken away 
the chief field where we could use our knowledge 
and put in a new set of men to learn th» same 
thing ov er themselv es. For that reaRon the 
par x s nre much more dangerous now th.an they 
u sei to be and the crooks are hav ing u much 
better time of It. 
“There is an am u sing featu re abo u t these park 
po pu latio ns. Each cro wd co mes to think it has 
a right to its o wn place and resents any Intru - 
fiio u by peo ple fro m the o ther parks. 
The 
tram ps and dru nkards gro wl at strangers fro m 
o ther po rtio ns o f the citv ; the « bo ctblacks and 
newsbo ys attack esch interlo per. 
And 
the 
cro o ks? Well, they fight the members o f their 
o wn ‘pro fesh’ and p u t u p jo bs and ev en call in 
the po lice to arrest and driv e away a riv al. One 
o f the w o rst fights I ev er saw w.ns nesr the Hall 
o f Ileco rds where a City Hall p.irk thief lickeá 
the life o u t o f an o perato r fro m Un io n Sqtisre. 
“There Is a v ery large class o n-tside o f cro o ks, 
tram ps and dru nks. There are fello ws who take 
a day o r a half-day o ff fro m wo rk and spend 
mo ü t o f it in the parks resding and do zing. I 
kno w' a fireman 4n a fact^ffv who wo rks Su nday 
and has Tae» day oflT, Ilíj a ^ ays go es to the 
Batter-i ne.'jr the pea-wall and stays there all 
day : Then there are ho r« e-car driv ers and co n­ 
du cto rs who hav e lo st their car and go and get 
co nso latio n o n a park bench. It is hard to esti­ 
m ate this set, RÍ3 we nev er kno w them by their 
face, and can o nly gu ess at them .. Yo u can al­ 
ways tell them fro m cro o ks bv their appearance. 
Tho y hav en’t, o v ermu ch intelligence and always 
sho w the m arks o f the trade they are in. Bu t 
they lo o k yo n straight in the eye, and they do n’t 
sho w whisky o n them and nev er hav e a hang­ 
do g lo o k as if they knew the po lice were o n to 
tnem . 
“And then there's the u nemplo yed, and they 
make a big cro wd. They u se the parks to rest in. 
to m eet fello ws in the same line o f bu siness ajid 
to g et hints abo u t a jo b. One co py o f the Wo rld 
o r He rahl go es fro m hand to band, sho wing what 
w ants there ara and ev ery no w and then so me 
fello w will strike so m ething he can do and will 
ju m p u p and go o ff to tru ' his lu ck.
